Late from Liberia. —We have received a file of the 
Liberia Herald by a late arrival.

At an election 
held on the 27th of October, the Colonists adopted the 
measure recommended by the American Colonization 
Society to form Liberia into an independent Government. 
A convention to form a Constitution is to commence its 
sittings on the first Monday in July, and the Constitution 
to be submitted to the people for their approval on the 
last Monday of September next.

Captured .—A few days ago a slaver was taken be¬ 
tween Shebar and Gallinas with five bundled and sixty 
slaves—which was augmented to five hundred and sixty- 
one by a birth which took place a few moments after the 
captors gained the deck.
